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This volume has been prepared for the use of the medical defect verifier 
in determining the accuracy of the codes which have been applied to the various 
phrases describing medical defects which the examining physician or dentist has 
entered on the physical examination form. This volume is diviaed into two 
parts, Part I - Introduction gives the method for finding the description of 
the medical defect as well as a list of all medical defect codes; Part II - 
Numerical Index is a listing of the codes showing the various descriptions which 
are classified under each code. 

In this operation the clerk will verify the codes which have been assigned 
to the medical defects which have been placed on the registrant's report of 
physical examination by the physician or dentist. The term medical or physical 
defect cover all descriptions of the structural defects, diseases, or impairments 
of function which may affect the fitness of the registrant for military service. 

This volume will be used for coding the physical defect shown on DSS Form 
200, DSS Form 221, and WD,AGO Form 221. In the use of this volume with any of 
the above forms, the chapter which has been prepared describing the method for 
finding the physical defect on the particular form should be consulted. 

When the verifier receives the reports of physical examination, each 
medical defect will have a three digit code shown immediately to the left or 
immediately above the first word of the defect. The verifier will turn to the 
page of the manual on which the various descriptive phrases which are classi~ 
fied under this code mmber are shown. The phrases shown in the manual mst 
match word for word with the description of the medical defect shown on the 
report of physical examination. If the phrase shown on the report of physical 


examination cannot be matched identically with the phrases shown under the code, 
the verifier will refer to the "Alphabetic Index" for the correct code. (The 
Alphabetic Index has been prepared principally for the use of the medical de~ 
fect coder, and it lists each descriptive phrase in alphabetical order of 
certain key words which may be found in the phrase. In order to promote facile 
use of the Alphabetic Index, the verifier should study the "Introduction" very 
carefully, If the verifier finds the descriptive phrase shown on the form in 
the "Alphabetic Index" and a code other than the one assigned by the medical 
defect coder is shown, he will erase the medical defect coder's code and copy 
the correct one. If the verifier cannot match the descriptive phrase shown on 
the report of physical examination with one shown in the "Alphabetic Index," 
the supervisor will be consulted. : 

There are three exceptions to the rule that medical defect descriptions 
must be matched identically; these are: 

1. Words may be inverted, for example, "inflammed nasal passages" will 
be coded the same as "nasal passages inflammed." 

2. Certain prepositions and articles may appear in the descriptive phrase

3. Words which are shown as adjectives in the manual such as slight, 
moderate, mild, may also be used adverbially as slightly, moderately, mildly, 
without effecting the matching process. 

Codes for medical defects which are show in green pencil will not 
be changed or erased except by the supervisor, If you believe a green pencil 
code to be wrong consult the supervisor. For many of the codes "Permissible

entries" are shown, these are descriptions which will appear rarely and can be 
coded under special conditions. All such entries should be coded by a supervisor — 
and the code should be in green pencil. ; 

Many terms in this mammal consist of a basic term, like "defective 
vision" which can appear with any of a mumber of modifying words and still be 
described by the same code mumber. Several methods are used in this mammal to 
indicate what modifiers may be used in the matching process:

Eye defects are of two general types. The first are those of defective 
vision which can be determined and shown through the use of the Snellen measurements. 
These measurements are usually found in "Vision" in the upper right hand corner of 
page 2 of the DSS Form 200, and in a previous operation they have been coded in : 
@ode box 23, The benefits received through the use of glasses or the measurements 
for corrected eyesight have been coded in code box 24. 

| In this operation, the eye defects which are shown on the left hand 

side of page 2 in lines 1, 18, and 19 will be coded. Snellen measurements which 
can be distinguished by the way they are stated in terms of fractions, for example 
20/20, 20/200, 20/400, may also be found in lines 1, 18, and 19 but they will be 
disregarded for the purposes of this operation. Except in a few cases, the codes 
placed in this operation will not conflict with those placed in code box 23, Those 
codes which are the equivalent of measurements already placed in code box 23 are 
distinguished by the use of an "X" as part of the code, and these "X" codes will be 
given special treatment in tabulation. 

However, in the case of blindness we are interested first in the blind- 
ness itself and second in what caused the blindness. If a report in line 18 or 19 
says that the man is blind because of cataracts, the codes must show that the man 
is blind. However, if code box 23 is coded "9", we already have a record of the 
man being blind, so in this operation we can ignore the blindness and code the 
cataracts. If code box 23 is not coded "9" however, blindness must be coded for the 
defect. The left hand square of code box 23 shows the vision in the right eye and 
the right hand square, the vision in the left eye, so if only one eye is blind the 
corresponding square mst be coded "9" in order to code the other defect such as 


cataracts in this operation.

form in green pencil. He must make out a 291C form (Record of Coding Decision) 
on every occasion when such as decision is necessary, copying all information 
pertinent to the entry that may appear on the medical report form, including any 
relevant data on page 1 of the DSS 200 form under the heading of "Statement of 
Person Examined", and forward Form 291C for approval through the channels speci- 


fied in the instructions for use of Form 291.
